^he downfall of Hugh J. Campbell 


and the Yankton ring at the Haron con- 
vention meets with no more emphatic 
approval in North than in South Dakota. 
Although Pettigrew was slain, because 
of the combination in which he partici- 
pated, still the political annihilation of 
his enemy Campbell serves as a sore of 
panacea for his own lacerated feelings 
and in one sense of the word he is glad. 
Politics makes strange bed-fellows, and 
probably the most curious ever formed 
was that of Pettigrew, Campbell, Dr. 
Harding and Winship in the same cradle. 
Each hates the other, the extent of which 
is probably now only equalled by the 
hatred of each toward himself. 
Petti- 


grew based his calculations upon promi- 
ses of goods which in the fullness of 
time could not be delivered. "Walsh and 
Traill counties were only for the Petti- 
grew-Campbell combination to the extent 
of seating the Winship delegation from 
Grand Forks. This accomplished, Win- 
ship's influence vanished and the coun- 
ties in question stood solid for North 
Dakota and her South Dakota allies. 


It is well that the opposition obtained 


control of the preliminary organizatiofi, 
for had it not, they would have bolted 
and Dakota would have been humiliated 
at Chicago by the presence of contesting 
delegations. 
It is believed that the 


Campbell-Pettigrew faction, upon learn- 
ing the strength^and programme of the 
Elaine combination decided to bolt and 
that the hatching of the excuse for Mr. 
Caldwell, of Sioux Falla to call the con- 
vention to order was simply a scheme to 
cover the diabolical intent. Secretary 
Edwards had a strong poirlt from the 
fact that the convention was called by 
the territorial committee, with himself 
as secretary and that it had assembled 
uuder no other call. It was an exciting

A hundred delegates were on their feet 
and an eager audience held their breath, 
wondering what would come next. „ 


John H. King, of heart's blood fame, 


* was the chairman chosen by the Camp- 


beli-Pettigrew crowd, and Hon. J. O. B. 
SScobey, of Brookings, was the choice of 
the North Dakota combination. Both 
endeavored to be heard, but all was pan- 
demonium. It was in the mids>t of this 
turbulent scene that the Kev. J. B. Pome- 
roy appeared, and in a short but fervent 
prayer invoked the blessings of God and 
the peaceful adjustment-pf the existing" 
differences. If prayer was ever answered 
that one was. A roll call of counties on 
the question as to which should be tem- 
porary president was agreed to, and re- 
sulted in the selection of Mr. King, 
whereupon the joy of the iCampbellites 
knew no bounds. Messrs. Eddy of 
Watertown, and Sullivan, of Aurora, were 
selected as secretaries, and the Campbell- 
Pettigrew programme of selecling com- 
mittees proceeded uninterrupted. 


Adjournment was taken at 5 o'clock 


until 7, to allow the Campbell committee 
on credentials, with Mr. Pettigrew as 
chairman, to make up its report. 


Not until near midnight did the com- 


mittee get ready to report, and when it 
did Mr. Gamble, of Tankton, moved that 
it be adopted and the committee dis- 
missed 
Mr. Campbell seconded the mo- 


tion. It was getting late and he knew 
the convention must be tired and anx- 
ious to get through, but when he saw the 
magnificent supply of sandwiches and 
other eatables launched on the side of the 
house, most • populous with North Dako- 
taians, he began to mistrust somethiug 
wrong, and when . Judge Bennett, of 
Clark county, arose and moved an amend- 
ment that the report be received, com- 
mittee* discharged, and the contested 
cases considered seriatim, there was a 
general rustling among the Campbellites 
and the disciples of Pettigrew—a sort of 
feeling of uncertainty and wonderment. 
A roll call of counties was demanded, 
which resulted in favor of the amend- 
ment. 


Work then began upon the contested 


cases. Although the Winship delegation 
was pledged to the Yankton ring, yet it 
was necessary to seat them, as Traill and 
Walsh counties were instructed to sus- 
tain Winship, and the strength of these 
two counties was necessary for success 
Major Edwards, of Case, made a motion 
to admit the Winship delegation, which 
was carried unanimously. The debt of 
Traill and Walsh counties to Winship 
having been paid, they both stood solid 
with North Dakota thereafter. Win- 
ship's eight votes went with Pettigrew 
every time according to contract, but the 
enemy still lacked a majority. Other 
contested cases were taken up and rapid- 
ly disposed of in a manner not entirely 
satisfactory to United States District At- 
torney Campbell, who sixteen times in 
five hours moved to adjourn, and demand- 
ed a roll call of counties only to suffer 
defeat. 


Tn the case of Potter county the name 


of Mr. Springer was substituted for that 
of Gilchrist, the famous persecutor of 
Gov. Ordway. 


Cass county was divided. Messrs. Ed- 


wards, Jordan. Plnmmer, Tyner and Scott 
voted and worked for the right side, while 
Beardsley, with his proxies, voted wi h 
Pettigrew, against the interests of Cass 
county and North Dakota. With the ex- 
ception of the Cass and Grand Forks dis- 


affections North Dakota presented a solid 
front. 


Stutsman, Morton, Kidder and Pem- 


bina counties all stood solid. Col, Steele 
worked like a beaver, and Mr. Nickeus, 
of Jamestown, did excellent work. Bur- 
Leigh county did herself proud. Dr. 
Bentley, Bobert Macnider and Hon. E. A. 
Williams served their constituents well, 
and were as true as steel. Messrs. 
Thompson and Jewell, of Bnrleigh, were 
also on hand, and Mr. Neal, a staunch 
Blaine man, with the proxy of McLean 
county, was largely instrumental in com- 
bining 
the 
Blaine 
forces of 
the 


north and south. 
The handiwork of 


Alex. McKenzie of the "third house" 
could be seen on every side. He was the 
most indef atiguable worker in and out 
of the convention. He went in to win, 
and, assisted by equally determined men, 
failure was impossible., Maj. Mitchell of 
Mandan, Burke and Dickey of James- 
town and LaMoure of Pembina sustained 
their own reputation and that of their 
respective districts by standing solid for 
the right. Barker, of Traill, was all 
right after the first ballot and the deter- 
mined manner in which Yorkey of Walsh 
sang out his ten votes in the interest of 
North Dakota brought forth frequent 
cheers. 


From South Dakota were such men 


as Judge Bennett, of Clark, an able par- 
liamentarian, Jerould, of Lincoln, Dr. 
Burdick of Clay, and Scobey of Brook- 
ings, working with the north. 


It was four o'clock in the morning be- 


fore the committee on permanent organi- 
zation reported and when it did the mi- 
nprity report favoring Deacon Plummer 
for president, was carried. Mr. King had 
made a fair and eminently satisfactory 
presiding officer, however, and when Mr.

In this 
w&y yon can help materially in building 
tip4he city, increasing the value of every 
fopt of real property within its limits, 
and secure it in its position as a trade 
center and distributing point." 


THE causes which formerly tended to 


build large cities on the west banks of 
great rivers, baring disappeared, the 
mistaken idea that they must be so lo- 
cated, is also gradually vanisbihg. Years 
ago, before the country west of the Mis- 
sissippi was crossed by iron bands, the 
pioneers, used to congregate at conven- 
ient points along the river, where steam- 
boats lauded, to trade and market their 
products Where railroads had reached 


the river on the east bank it was natural 
that these trade centers should spring up 
on the bank opposite.- As time passec 
and the country west of the river became 
more detisly settled, these towns grew 
rapidly, and fairly outdone their sister 
cities on the east bank. Now that the 
country is, settled and railroads have 
crossed the great rivers at convenienl 
distances, the 'iributary 
country to 


these westside cities has been gradually 
cut down until now there is no logic 
whatever in the argument that towns 
west of the river iiave advantages over 
those on the easl shore. The St. Louis 
Republican, which formerly belonged to 
this class of philqSophers has changed 
its position and now admits that it is 
only a question of time when it will be 
demonstrated that there is nothing in 
the westside theory. As proof of this the 
Republican says: 


"rit. Joseph, for a long time the second city of 


Missouri, but since the phenonemal growth ol 
Kansas City in the last fifteen years, the third, 
both in population and wealth, is again entering 
upon an era of wonderful^nterprise and devel- 
opment.

There are no less than seven railroads 
entering the towa on t!he left bank of the Mis- 
souri river, besides a liberal concentration of 
lines from the Wast, over a substantial iron 
bridge which spans the Missouri river at that 
point. At the end of the present year there will 
not t>e less than twelye railroads entering St. 
Joseph. These are all distinct lines, under sep- 
erate organizations. Facts like these speak for 
themselves and will impress those who observe 
them witnout comment."

A TRAGIC EVENT. 


A father's Despair and Self-inflicted 


.Death. Ills Soft's Final Kesfiie, 


Too Jkate to Save His Parent. 


The graphic occurence that is described 


below is one of the most remarkable epi- 
sodes in the domestic history of Ameri- 
ca. 
It is absolute truth which can 


be readily verified. 


The inhabitants of the pleasant town 


of Cortland, N. Y., were shoqked one 
morning by the announcement that Mr. 
Clinton Rindge, one of their most re- 
spected citizens, had committed suicide.

MB. EDITOR: As many of my old friends 


desire to know of the success I have had in the 
poultry business, I give yon my experience. 
I made two crude hatchers designed from some 
good points of several others I have seen. I 
filled them with eggs and they worked fairly 
well. I kept Them going from December 1 to 
June 1, clearing in that time $650 above every, 
leing. notwithstanding the high price of feed 
and the fact that my chickens were marketed at 
low prices; the highest, $6 a dozen; the lowest 
at 75 cents; attending at the same time to my 
Tegular business. Believing this was a good 
return for the amount of work, my attention 
was directed to a more perfect hatcher, the 
Common Sense. In June I procured instruc- 
tions from J. M. Bain, New Concord, O , secre- 
tary of the N. A. Poultry association. He will 
•end directions for making this batcherj to any' 
one sending three two cent stamps for postage. I 
had one made that would hold 250 eggs, which 
cost about $7. I wns very successful and had 
four more made immediately. 
From these 


hatchers 1 have just taken 1,030 fine chicks out 
of a little less than 1,200 eggs. I believe I am 
placing it modestly when I say I expect to clear 
fay Jnlj $2,500 and still pursue my usual busi- 
ness. There is no work as profitable as this, 
provided yon giye it tbe attention it deserves, 
and no business requires as little capital to 
start on. There is BO necessity of men trying 
to hide the business or monopolize it in any 
more than that of raising wheat or cattle. The 
field is the world, and the world, like Oli 
ver Twist, ia crying for more. Thousands of 
young men who are teachers, clerks, etc., are 
looking forward to get a start in some lucky 
way, this way is here open to them all, and as 
plain as anything can be, if they will only 
profit by it. 
Young women, too, who feel de- 


pendent on *ome father or brother, could in one 
year place themselves above any dependence if 
they only would.

Of Important and Unique Individuals 


--An Occnltbtion of Intellect and 
Philosophy. 


[Lilian Whiting's Boston Letter.] 


We have had a notable procession of im- 


jortant and rather unique individuals in 
3oston during the past three months, figures 
.hat are marked in contemporary history. 
The first was Protap Chunder Mozoomdar, 
ihe eloquent representative of the new relig-c 
ous reforms in India known as the Brahmo 
Somaj. Then followed Mgr. Capel, Matthew 
Arnold, George W. Cable (whose reading 
are an entirely original form of entertain- 
ment), Pere, Hyacinthe, and Henry Irving. 


Each of these men is in his way of a very 


marked and unique type of individuality. In 
reating them nature broke the mould or de- 
stroyed the plate, and there are no replicas. 
Sach is distinctive, and, in different ways, 
great. Babu Mozoomdar, Tvith his message 
of "the Oriental Christ;" Capel, the astuti 
and polished prelate; Matthew Arnold, one 
of the greatest critical forces in modern 
.etters; Pere Hyacinthe, modern • Martin 
Luther, an iconoclast and an enthusiast in 
>ne: Henry Irving, a central and unique 
igureon the stage; Mr. Cable, the greatest 
original genius of romance since Hawthorne 
—all these figures have, since September, 
passed in procession across the social pano- 
rama. It is an intellectual occutation, and 
an event as important in the social world as 
an occutation of the heavenly bodies could be 
to the world of science. The conjunction of 
the appearance of so many remarkable men 
marks as memorable to Boston the autumn 
of 18S3. 


It is interesting to inquire what is the im- 


port of this occultation and what message 
these men have to oring. That their com- 
bined offerings are purely intellectual and 
spiritual, rather than scientific and material, 
is a suggestive commentary on the age. = It is 
illumination rather than analysis that they 
bring to tbe world's problems. The trend of 
the age, whether for good or for ill, is dis- 
criminative and metaphysical. Old truths 
are changed in appearance. Prolonged and 
profound scientific study and the growth of 
positive philosophy have produced a spiritual 
crisis. Truth returns, grown strong by its 
denials, to assert itself as a new force. There 
is a demand for the seer, the interpreter, and 
one, too, who can present affirmations 
dra- 


matically.

Daniel Webster's Disappointment.

Daniel Webster, it is known, was poor. He 


had the power to make money, but riot to 
keep it, for his house was as open as the day 
to melting charity. His only son, a man of 
fine intellect and character, but like his par- 
ent, of but little wealth, asked of the Taylor 
administration an office, which 
no one 


doubted he was competent to filL The re- 
sult is told in the words of Mr. Webster to 
one of his most intimate friends. The con- 
versation occurred while Taylor was still 
president: - 


"If I were to live my life over again with 


my present experience, I would, under no 
circumstances and from no considerations, 
allow myself to enter public life. The publi> 
is ungrateful. 
The man who serves the pub- 


lic most_ faithfully receives no adequate re- 
ward. |Ih my own history thyse acts which 
have been before God, the most disinterested 
and the least stained by selfish considerations 
have been precisely those for which I have 
been most freely abused. No, no, have noth- 
ing to do with politics. Sell your iron, eat 
the bread of independence, support your 
family with the rewards of honest toil, do 
your duty as a private citizen to your coun- 
try, but let politics alone. It is a hard life, a 
thankless life. Still I know it has its compen- 
sations. There are some green spots, occa- 
sional cases, in the life of a public man; other- 
wise we could not live. The conviction that 
the great mass of the intelligent and patriotic 
citizens of your country approve of well-di- 
rected efforts to serve them is truly consoling. 
That confidence on the part of my fellow 
citizens I think I possess. I have had in the 
course of my official life, which is not a short 
one, my full share of ingratitude, but the un- 
kindest cut of all, the shaft that has sank the 
deepest into my breast, has been the refusal 
of this administration .to grant my request for 
an office of small pecuniary consideration to 
my only son." 


He W /straightened himself up, and, with 


conscious dignity, added: 


"I have not deserved such treatment, 


have served my country too long and too as- 
siduously to receive such a slight from this 
administration. 
However, let us say no 


more about it; the whole thing is too con- 
temptible to claim from me a moment's 
thought."
